Italian Bastille 


An experience in an Italian jail where he was placed for seve~al 
hours by Fascist officers this summer, was among the highlights of a 
European trip recounted for the Orange Men’s club this week by Calvin 


C. Flint, jaysee dean of men. An 
here from the Santa Ana Journal: 


How Calvin C. Flint, dean of 
Santa Ana junior college, went to 
jail during his summer tour in 
Italy, was told members of the 
Orange Men’s club at the Episcopal 
parish house last night. 

Placed in Jail 

A chance remark made while 
riding on a train, was misinter- 
preted by Italian officials as a crit- 
icism of Mussolini, he told the 
group, and he was removed from 
the train and put in jail, where he 
was held for five hours. After in- 
vestigating every move made dur- 
ing his stay in Italy, officials de- 
cided that he not a vicious person, 
apologized, and allowed him to re- 
sume his journey, Dean Flint said. 

“AY anyone needs to do to be 
entirely cured of communism is to 
travel in Russia,” the speaker said, 
in telling of conditions there. 

In his speech, which he termed 
a political science lecture, or one 
man’s opinion of European condi- 
tions, Dean Flint gave first hand 
- impressions of preparations Europe 
is making for “the war’. The lec- 
ture was the first given on the sub- 
ject since his recent return from 
an extensive tour of Europe. He 
had refused to fill several speak- 
ing engagements on this subject in 
order to speak ffirst before the 
club. 


War in Two Years 

He is not a pacifist, Dean Flint 
said, but added that he is strongly 
in favor of abolishing war. He 
does not believe a major conflict 
will result from the present trouble 
in Ethiopia, but that a major war 
will come in about two years. The 


reason for this belief is the fact! 


that European nations are making 
extensive warlike preparations. The 
common excuse for arming is “to 
keep out tlfe damned foreigners,” 
he said, adding that in about two 
years Germany will be ready for 
war. War plans of many other 
European nations also seem to the 
speaker, to be slated to mature at 
about this time. He does not be- 
lieve, however, that the United 
States wil lente rany war unless ac- 
tually attacked, due to the loss of 
trade which we would suffer. The 
whole atmosphere of Europe is one 
ei unbelievable tenseness, he 
said. 


q Journalist Speaks

Garlson,. who is in California 
writing the life of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst spoke before the 
Junior College Patrons association 
this week on “Consumer Educa- 
tion.”

It thrives on exaggeration, 
extortion and other means,” Carl- 
son said.
